By all signs I've seen, not very well, 
apparently. And time is running short 
tor the President to get his act together: 
in less than a year, the voters will start 
deciding in the early primaries their 
choices. for presidential nominations.

information than anyone else who reads 
the newspapers, watches occasional 
television, and looks over a few 
magazines.

‘The other kind are a bit easier 
iw to find—aithough the big-time pundits 
don’t seem to-be waiting in line to 
analyze the Carter years, as they did for 
Ford: and.

National columnist Jack Anderson is 
more direct in some of his comments. 
In a recent California speech, Anderson 
is quoted as saying that Mr. Carter is ‘a 
decent human being who wants to be a 
good president” but who also has two 
problems—“inexperience and incom- 
petence.” Continued Anderson: 

“We elected a boy scout. A bright boy 
scout, but one who is still learning the 
He is taking a cram course 
because he wants to be qualified at the 
end of the term. But he is not now.” 

And then there are some political 
critics. For example, former Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy—who was the instru- 
ment which knocked Lyndon Johnson 
out of the presidential box back in 
1968—is bipartisan in his analysis. He 
recently told a California audience that 
the administrations of both President 
Ford and President Carter are incompe- 
tent—but that Carter’s is worse. Of 
Carter’s administration, he said: 

“You can call it active incornpetence, 
which distinguishes it from Ford’s 
whose administration was passively 
incompetent. And active incompetence 
is a little more dangerous.” 

McCarthy also predicted Carter will 
lose if he runs again.

All in all, it’s not an encouraging 
picture for Mr. Carter and his loyalists. 
The various polls of public opinion 
indicate that, too. Of course, public 
opinion on Mr. Carter is volatile, and 
can change at a moment's notice-which 
is probabiy because for most folks, 
opinion, thus subject to almost whimsi- 
cal chanae. 

Carter's biggest problem with the 
people, in my opinion, is that he’s 
boring. His speeches will pui you right 
to sleep, in English.or in Spanish... The 
American people..wilt. forgive almost 
anything’ in a public figure—except 
boredom. a, Patina s 

I think most American people want to 
like Mr. Carter, and still hope he will 
turn out all right. But for Mr. Carter, 
time is running shorter and shorter.
